Threats To Jail 
The Legislators 


OKLAHOMA CITY, (Okla.), Sept. 
15.— The Legislature of Oklahoma 
was warned today by Governor Wal- 
ton to make no attempt to meet 
for an investigation of the martial 
law situation or an inquiry of the 
motives of the governor. a 

“I shall brook no inttrferance,” the 
governor asserted. I’ll put the legis- 
lators in jail and keep them there 
if they attempt to convene in extra 
session and fight my efforts to rid 
the state of mob violence.” 

Legal authorities were of the opin- 
fon the legislature cannot convene 
lawfully in extra session except at 
the call of the governor.
